David Cruickshank was studying 
English and history at Bishop's 
University when he visited BCS for 
the first time. He remembers the 
atmosphere associated with the 
School, a warm, family kind of 
feeling, and this prompted him to 
think about teaching in a school 
such as BCS. In 1959 Oggie Glass 
offered the 21 year-old graduate a 
job ("We sat in this very room, as a 
matter of fact!") but he wasn't 
ready to settle down and went off to 
teach in England for three years. 
After David completed a further 
two years of study resulting in a 
Master's from Queen's Universi- 
ty, Stewart Large offered him a job 
at BCS. "When I first came here, I 
thought I'd died and gone to heav- 
en! I coached senior football, 
coached hockey, did cadets, ran the 
choir and taught a full load of 
classes in English and history . . . 
all of that in my first year at BCS 
and I thought it was wonderful, just 
wonderful." 

As a teacher, David has been de- 
scribed by his colleagues as some- 
one who "knows his stuff', "pays 
attention to detail and builds from 
a firm base", "sets an example of 
self-discipline" and "genuinely 
cares for young people". He dem- 
onstrated these characteristics 
while heading up the Adventure 
Training Program, which he was 
responsmle for bringing to BCS. 
"I was very concerned about detail. 
I would go over the routes foot by 
foot, mile Dy mile, before I took any 
kids to the mountains. I would 
check out equipment until I was 
blue in the face. I've never thought 
of mjyself as a very organized per- 
son, but I guess I am - 1 also believe 
in doing my homework." 

When he was appointed Headmas- 
ter, David remembers feeling elat- 
ed but he quickly came to realize 
the magnitude of the job that await- 
ed him. "I didn't weigh all the pros 
and cons of taking the job. There 
were monumental problems facing 
the School in 1982, but these prob- 
lems meant challenge. I just said: 
'OK. Let's do it!'" 
His colleagues describe his abili- 
ties as Headmaster in several 
ways: "He is very good at delegat- 
ing jobs and authority, and letting 



people get on with their work with- 
out interference." "He demon- 
strates commitment and leader- 
ship and he gets things done!" "He 
faced the necessary 'distancing' 
between himself and his former 
peers rather graciously". "He is 
approachable, flexible and fair, but 
also more formidable, though he 
doesn't quite know this yet!" "He 
is tenacious where fundamental 
principles of decency are con- 
cerned." 

David's six years as Headmaster 
of BCS do not appear to have taken 
their toll. He looks back over those 
years and says: " I take my job 
very seriously because it's a seri- 
ous commitment. I have had to 
make some very very difficult de- 
cisions. I don't thump desks to get 
things done, but I do get things 
done! Delegating has been one of 
the hardest things to do here. It took 
two or three years before people be- 
lieved I really meant to share the 
responsibility. One of the great 
tricks is to delegate and still be 
aware of the details. If things don't 
go right, you say, 'Look, maybe 
we'd Detter talk about this.' I've 
learned that, and that's been large- 
ly a result of the encouragement 
from my colleagues and friends." 

David believes the headmaster's 
most important role is "to develop a 
strong team of staff members, who 
have their independence but who 
are still responsible to me, to the 
"Students, and to each other." David 
considers BCS' greatest strength to 
be its people. He is very proud of 
his teaching staff who, he says, are 
"outstanding at what they do. "They 
know the School; they love the 
School; they are committed to it. 
Dedication - the public school sys- 
tem just can't offer the same kind 
of dedication and that's what 
makes the difference! That's what 
makes BCS special." 

During the past six years BCS has 
seen many changes. The turn- 
around in the fortunes of the School 
attest to the Headmaster's capabili- 
ty and his dedication. Throughout, 
he has had a strong partner by his 
side. Jean (MilTward) Cruick- 
shank shares David's devotion to 



BCS. She is the daughter of a 
King's Hall Old Girl (Alex New- 
ton Millward KHC '29), an Old 
Girl herself (KHC '55), and the 
mother of four BCS grads! Though 
she works four days a week in oc- 
cupational therapy with patients in 
the psychiatric ward of the Sher- 
brooke Hospital, she finds time to 
entertain staff members, students 
and parents, to take part in the 
Chaplain's community service ac- 
tivities, and to generally be in- 
volved at BCS as much as she pos- 
sibly can. 

BCS has a very supportive Board of 
Directors and a Chairman whose 
"second home", Plantation, is the 
Headmaster's house! When asked 
what he expects from the Chair- 
man, Shirley Stoker, David says : 
"I expect guidance, but I don't ex- 
pect her to tell me what to do. I ex- 
pect Shirley to make sure that the 
members of the Board are aware of 
what's happening in the School - 
that they're on side. I expect her to 
keep her finger on the pulse of what 
people are saying. She's a trouble- 
shooter, supporter, the key person. 
The Board members also should 
know the school and what's going 
on here. BCS should be the centre 
of the Board's consciousness. It's a 
very hard thing to do but under 
Shirley's chairmanship we've 
come a long way." 

The problem of discipline is al- 
ways a concern at a boarding 
school. Many older alumni re- 
turning to the School note rather 
enviously that students seem to be 
having more fun today than in the 
old days of caning. David says: 
"You don't teach through fear - 
that's not discipline. Discipline is 
something you set by example, first 
of all. The rules apply to me more 
than they do to anybody else at the 
School. You then make your expec- 
tations very very clear. You make 
it clear that people who don't meet, 
or who don't try to meet, those ex- 
pectations are dealt with in a no- 
nonsense kind of way. I don't ex- 
pect the students to be perfect but I 
want them to be the best they can be. 
I believe in setting realistic stan- 
dards and in emphasizing the 
three C's - common sense, consid- 
eration and courtesy. Our system 
at BCS is based on trust, not fear. 
Students who violate that trust 
don't beat the system, but they do 
lose something that is very special 
and which, once lost, is difficult to 
regain. That's what discipline is 
all about. You don't get discipline 
by beating people; you get it by 



making your expectations clear 
and by being consistent." 

The Headmaster's job is seven 
days a week, twenty-four hours a 
day. When asked how he gets 
away from it all, David says: 'The 
purpose of the retreats that my Jesu- 
it teachers used to have, and that 
the Church still has, is to get away 
from it all physically. Things can 
then take on their proper perspec- 
tive. It's very easy to lose perspec- 
tive here. You can become obsessed 
by the negatives - it's human na- 
ture. You can be dragged down, 
and forget all the good that is going 
on at the same time. And so I work 
on my farm, clearing fields, chop- 
ping wood, marking boundary 
lines, clearing brush, etc. but I'm 
still thinking. I don't believe I'm 
ever not thinking about School. A 
whole lot of people here are like 
that, and we all find our own ways 
to distance ourselves. I can also 
'get away from it' by listening to 
music and reading." 

What David likes most about his 
job is the people - the students and 
the staff. "I enjoy the chance to 
maybe make a difference to some- 
boay - either a staff member or a 
kid." To the Headmaster the 
greatest disadvantage of the job is 
the total lack of privacy. "You're 
always the headmaster, no matter 
where you go. To paraphrase 
Shakespeare 'The good that a man 
does dies with him; the evil lives 
long after'. You can't do a lot of 
things other people can do. As I tell 
the students, I could be the best 
Headmaster there ever was in this 
School; I could finish my time here 
with $100,000,000 in the bank, won- 
derful new buildings, enrolment 
stretching on to a waiting list for 
the next 25 years - just great, but if 
I walk in here one day, and fall 
down, giggling drunk in Centre 
Hall I would be remembered as 
that drunken Cruickshank! So 
you can never ever let down. You 
can't expect self-discipline from 
other people if you don't practice it 
yourself." 

A priority for David is to keep in 
touch with the student body. He 
teaches all the third form, and he 
teaches fifth and sixth forms Eng- 
lish. He goes to as many School 
functions as he possibly can and 
he's around the School as much as 
possible. "I have to know every- 
one's name and something about 
them - everyone in the School - by 
Christmas time because I have to 
write those reports - and you can't 
fake it, because THEY KNOW!

After November break, we start the 
'send ups' again - about five years 
ago I started having dinner with a 
few of the new students, three or 
four at a time, a different group 
each week, at the head table. They 
hate it but it does give me a chance 
to put names to faces and to find out 
how things are going." 

On making tough decisions, David 
says: "I don't make them by my- 
self because the decisions invaria- 
bly and inevitably involve the kid 
or kids. I meet with the staff mem- 
bers and house parents involved, 
and get as much information as I 
can and usually recommendations 
about what they feel should be 
done. Then I usually take 24 hours 
to think about it. I often go for a 
walk and talk to myself before we 
get together again, and at the end 
of all that I usually have a pretty 
good sense of what's fair, which is 
very important, and then I do it. 
And that's that. Once it's done, it's 
done." 

David is aware that BCS will con- 
tinue to face challenges in the fu- 
ture. "Enrolment will be a con- 
stant and continuing battle because 
there is so much competition in the 
big cities. We must be outstand- 
ing, different, better, in order to ex- 
pect people to pay twice the day 
school fees for a boarding school, 
and that's going to be a challenge. 
We're going to have to keep fight- 
ing. We can't become contented, 
like Carnation Cows. The day I 
start thinking 'we've arrived', is 
when I"ll step aside. . . Facili- 
ties! If we don't get the facilities we 
need, then we're up a creek. These 
days parents more and more are 
comparison shopping and they 
make no bones about it. The physi- 
cal plant isn't everything, but it's 



what people see. We should have it 
because we need it but we also 
must place ourselves competitively 
into the same league as other great 
schools in a physical way. Right 
now our kids feel they are in a top- 
flight school, and they are. It's the 
people who make the school and the 
people who are most important, but 
if the people can't fulfil their tal- 
ents because they don't have the fa- 
cilities, then morale goes down 
and they leave. Somehow we have 
to make BCS the number one phi- 
lanthropy for a whole lot of people. 
And how to do this is in far more 
capable hands than mine. But I 
sure hope they can do it! We're 
not just a nice little school in the 
country; this place is a power 
house, and that's the way it's got to 
stay!!!" 

When asked how he would like to 
be remembered when his years as 
Headmaster at BCS are behind 
him, David replied: 

"Remembered? I don't really ex- 
pect to be remembered! You don't do 
what you're doing because you 
want to be remembered. You do 
what you're doing because you 
want the place to be better than it 
was when you found it." 

And so the David Cruickshank sto- 
ry is one of leadership. In David's 
words: "Leadership means service 
- and you lead by being the number 

one servant. That's what I tell the 
students. Through service to the 
School, you emerge as leaders. 
Those of you who serve best will be 
the best leaders." The Headmas- 
ter's philosophy is shared by all of 
the staff members who form such a 
vital part of the remarkable BCS 
family.

A LANGUAGE FOR LIFE

Our illustration shows the hapless 
student overwhelmed by the lingu- 
istic demands of a curriculum 
which seems to consist of all kinds 
of unrelated languages. Thanks to 
recent developments at BCS we hope 
that this scene can now be stored 
away in the archives. As teachers 
we are realising more and more 
that we all share one essential at- 
tribute: we all use language with 
which to teach and all our teaching 
is ultimately directed to one end - to 
enable our students to master the 
language with which to live. 

. . . Pretty high-sounding stuffi 
What does this mean in practical 
terms? It means that, with the sup- 
port and encouragement of the 
Headmaster, the Academic Coun- 
cil (which consists of all the De- 
partment Heads and the academic 
advisory staff) has undertaken to 
make "Language Across the Cur- 
riculum" a central focus of the aca- 
demic programme and to encour- 
age all departments to give it the 
prominence it deserves. 

Enough of the educational jargon! 
What's going on in the classrooms 
and corridors to make this a reali- 
ty? In the classrooms of every dis- 
cipline the skills of reading, writ- 



ing, listening and talking are re- 
ceiving consistent and constant at- 
tention and this emphasis on lan- 
guage ability spills over into so 
many of the other activities of the 
School. When there's writing it's 
often for real audiences. The corri- 
dors are plastered with students' 
letters to famous authors and their 
replies. "Bish Biz", our weekly col- 
umn in the local paper, "Inscape", 
our award-winning literary mag- 
azine, "BlaBla", the French de- 
partment's newspaper and 
"Memo", the recently created stu- 
dent news-sheet, all provide an au- 
dience for student writing. Mean- 
while the list of literary 
competitions we enter is growing 
longer as is the list of winners. 
Last year in the Scholastic Young 
Writers' Competition, which en- 
compasses all of North America, 
there were only five award win- 
ners in Canada and two of those 
were from BCS. 

The visiting writers programme 
means the students get to meet 
REAL writers, some of whom actu- 
ally make money by their pens! 
Workshops and readings are held 
and our students visit Montreal 
and other schools. In the last few 
years we have heard Earle Birney, 



Constance Beresford-Howe, Henry 
Beissel, Ronald Sutherland, Mi- 
chael Harris, and many others. 

The library plays a large part in 
all this. It is becoming increasing- 
ly well stocked in all subject areas 
and two Book Fairs each year leave 
the whole School looking as if it is 
hosting a convention of adolescent 
bookworms. In every subject more 
time is being devoted to reading 
and not just books, but journals, 
magazines and newspapers are be- 
coming required reading in many 
courses. 

One of the results of this new 
awareness of the importance of 
language is that the teachers as 
well as the students are benefitting 
from these new approaches. No 
longer is the English Department 
the only department that "cares" 
about language; no longer is the 
English Department the only de- 
partment that encourages frequent, 
varied and creative writing; no 
longer are we all working in isola- 
tion. There is a new spirit of coop- 
eration abroad, as evidenced by the 
close cooperation between the Eng- 
lish and Social Sciences Depart- 
ments in formulating a common 
approach to reading and writing. 
Our resolve to work on "Language 
Across the Curriculum" has made 
us realise that we are "all in this to- 
gether". 

Think a minute about our extracur- 
ricular activities : the E.S.L. pro- 
gramme, debating and public 
speaking, reading in Chapel, The 
Thinkers' Club, the Enrichment 
Programme, The Players' Club 
and its new departure into French 
theatre, the Arts Society and the 
Yearbook are all, at heart, linguis- 
tic experiences. When they are set 
beside all the classroom experienc- 
es in reading, writing, discussion 
and questioning, then we can see 
that our student in the picture is re- 
ceiving plenty of help to sort out, 
understand and use the languages 
by which she is surrounded.
